Grand Wizard James^wenable of Atlanta, Georgia, would be the 
main speaker.

"The Indianapolis News," a daily newspaper published 
in Indianapolis, Indiana, edition of November 3, 1965, contained 
a United Press International news story, date line Oregonia, 
Ohio, in which Parkie Scott of Oregonia, who described himself 
as an organizer for the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, said the 
Klan would hold its first Indiana rally in years this weekend 
near Dillsboro. Scott stated that the rally would be held 
Saturday and Sunday in a field south of Dillsboro on Indiana 262 
Scott said a cross burning will follow the speaking Saturday 
night and his announcement appealed for a "group of men to help 
build the cross Saturday afternoon." 

The announcement further said the rally was for 
"every white, Christian American" and added that "no alcoholic 
beverages, Communists, niggers and beatniks will be allowed on 
the rally grounds." Scott added that souvenirs, food, coffee 
and soft drinks would be for sale on the grounds. 

"The Indianapolis Star," edition of November 4, 1965, 
contained another story concerning the rally and stated that 
John J. Dillon, Indiana Attorney General, had stated he had 
ordered the Indiana State Police to put the rally "under 
surveillance and report back to my office."

Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the klans unity of effort 
and activities, to establish a National Fund and a National 
Secretary and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Federation of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; 
Association of Arkansas Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Florida; Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of South Carolina 
Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that a consolidation meeting at 
Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 


This source also advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Savannah, Georgia, October 3, 1960, it was resolved 
and passed that in any future meetings of this group the name 
"Majority Citizens L eague* 11 was to be used.

A rally was observed by Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in an open pasture' on the North side of 
US Highway 80 in Bossier Parish, Louisiana, approximately seven 
miles East of Bossier City., Louisiana/ A. speaker's stand was 
located about one' hundred and fifty yards North of the Highway 
right-of-way in the open field. A small cloth sign was hanging 
over the entrance to the field containing the letters, "KKK" 
and a cross.

A twelve-foot cross and two smaller crosses were burned, 
and a torch-lit parade of about thirty five robed men marched 
about the speaker's stand.

He dis- 
cussed the present political situation in the United States and 
emphasized his dislike for the "free society." Following 
VENABLE's speech, an unidentified robed' man spent fifteen minutes 
attempting to enlist new members and soliciting donations.

On January 7, 1966, Mr. Sam Yarbrough, Chief of 
Police, Pulaski, Tennessee, advised that three white males 
appeared at the Pulaski Police Department on December 24, 1965, 
and made inquiry In relation to where the Ku Klux Klan (KKK) 
meeting was to be held. They advised that they were from 
Florida. Chief Yarbrough advised that the abovementibned 
individuals were advised that there was no KKK meeting to be 
held in Pulaski, Tennessee, to his knowledge. y - 


Chief Yarbrough stated that James R4fVenable, Imperial 
Wizard of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. (NKKKK) , 
appeared in Pulaski, Tennessee, on December 24, ,1965, with a white 
male, who claimed to be a Chaplain, and an elderly woman. Venable 
appeared at the 'ttiles Free Press," a Pulaski newspaper, and 
announced their presence in Pulaski. Venable advised that he did 
not contemplate any march or parade on the part of the NKKKK 
while in Pulaski. The news media asked Venable to pose in his 
robe which he refused to do. 

Venable and his party of two remained overnight in 
the Windsor Village Motel, Pulaski. 

Chief Yarbrough stated that there was no Klan activity 
in Pulaski on December 24, 1965, other than the presence of the 
above six individuals.

Synop»i«National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. (NKKKK) held 
rally near Covington, Kentucky, September 25 - 26 , 1965 . 

A news report stated this was the first Klan rally In 
that area. in 30 years. Estimated peak attendance at the 
rally was 400, many of whom were drawn to the scene by the 
appearance of fire trucks called to put out an unauthorized 
bonfire. The local police made two arrests based on warrants 
taken by a news photographer that the two individuals had 
assaulted him. On 12 / 5 / 65 , the NKKKK held a closed meeting 
at Newport, Kentucky. An estimated 22 to 24 individuals joined 
during the meeting. The individuals were from Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky. Both the 9/25 - 26/65 and 12 / 5/65 affairs 
reportedly were organized by individuals from Ohio, and there 
is no evidence that any Kentucky Klavern of the organization 
exists at this time. An informant has identified 12 persons 
from Covington and vicinity as having recently joined the 
NKKKK.

ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


On September 29, 1 ?£>5j I 

Kentucky State Police, Frankfort, Kentucky, advised that 
two members of the Kentucky State Police attended in an 
undercover capacity a rally of the NKKKK held neap Covington, 
Kentucky, on September 25 - 26, 1965 * During the attendance 
they obtained an application for membership in the organi- 
zation which reflects the national headquarters to t© 

Post Office Box 107, Tucker, Georgia. To date no information 
has been received indicating a Kentucky chapter or Klavern 
of the NKKKK has been formed. 


GENERAL ACTIVITIES 



An article in the September 24, 1965 , issue 
of tfrje Cincinnati Inquirer, a daily Cincinnati, Ohio, 
newspaper, reported that PARKIBfSCOTT of Oregonla . Ohio. 
identified in the article as a^Klan Klea gl e of the NKKKK, 
had announced the organization would* hold a public 
recruiting rally in an old ball field one mile south of 
Covlngton^JC^ntucky, on September 25 - 26 , 1965 . It was 
further reported in the article that the rally would be 
the first Klan rally in Northern Kentucky in 30 years. 


On September 29, 1965 , 

Kentucky State Police, Frankfort, Kentucky, arised that 
two detectives of the Kentucky State Police had attended 
the above rally in an undercover capacity, and the report 
they submitted concerning the rally included the following: 

All arrangements for the rally were made by 
people from Ohio, and the rally seemed to be mostly for 
the benefit of those people.

After about five minutes the fire trucks returned and 
proceeded to attempt to extinguish a bonfire of tires 
burning at the rally. The fire chief said that the fire 
department had received a compl- int that the bonfire had 
been built without a permit, but the crowd felt the 

fire department had come to harass the people at the rally. 
Prior to the fire truck incident, an estimated 200 people 
were at the rally, but the noise of the fire truck sirens 
caused additional persons to come to the scene until about 
an estimated 400 people were present. 


An agreement was reached between the Chief 
of the Kenton County, Kentucky Patrol and the leaders 
of the rally that a cross could be burned.
